Southern  Illinois  University  at  Edwardsville  offers  five  (5) 
meal"  plan  options  that  can  save  you  up  to  20%  off 
regular  meal  prices.  Each  plan  is  available  to  all 
students,  faculty  and  staff  members. 

The  five  meal  plan  options  vary  according  to  the 
selected  meal  format,  but  each  plan  offers  the  following 
advantages: 

1 .  FLEXIBILITY  -  Plans  include  as  many  as  1 9  meals  per 
week  or  as  few  as  5  meals  per  week.

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PAYMENT 

Payment  is  due  at  the  time  of  purchase.  Payment  may 
be  in  the  form  of  cash,  check,  money  order,  VISA  or 
MasterCard.  An  installment  plan  is  also  available  in 
which  you  may  pay  in  two  separate  installments.  When 
using  the  installment  method  of  payment,  you  will 
receive  only  the  amount  of  coupons  that  your  payment 
covers. 

In  case  the  purchaser  finds  that  he/she  does  not  wish  to 
continue  on  the  meal  plan,  it  may  be  canceled  by  the 
purchaser  with  a  $15  processing  fee.  Refunds  will  be 
issued  for  unused  portions  of  the  meal  plan  from  the 
date  of  cancellation. 

Meal  plans  may  be  purchased  from  the  University 
Center  Business  Office  three  weeks  prior  to  the  quarter 
specified.  Any  plans  purchased  after  the  quarter  is  in 
progress  will  be  discounted  for  the  meals  missed.

Because  of  the  way  the  meal  plan  works,  we  have  set 
fair  and  clear  guidelines  on  how  the  coupons  may  be 
used.  For  instance,  food  cannot  be  given  away  to 
others,  and  others  are  not  allowed  to  use  your  meal 
plan  coupons.  Other  guidelines  will  be  listed  in  your 
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
